This 
must be done with care, so as not to injure the bulb ; simply 
cut the skin. 

This Chinese variety isa form of the Tazetta, or Bunch- 
flowering Narcissus, and can be seen well grown in season in 
the window of every Chinaman who loves flowers. It is one 
of the most easily handled, and can readily be brought into 
bloom when grown in water. The style of the vase or dish 
may vary with the taste of the grower, but should be about 


three inches deep. Into it put one audw@ye-halfinches ofsand 
and cover with gravel to the depth of one inch ; on this set 
the bulbs and keep the dish full of water. It is not abso- 
lutely necessary to put the bulbs in the dark; but if kept 
shaded till the leaves begin to grow, better results may be 
obtained. The flowers are white, with a yellow centre, and 
are freely produced.
